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A WETASKIWIN WINNER 


Those who have supposed that there 
were no good crops of grain in Central Al 
berta this year will be interested to learn 


that a Wetaskiwin farmer, Mr. Gustave 


Elgert, has been awarded the provincial 
championship for the finest field of wheat 
in the province. A day or so ago Premier 
Brownlee told us that there are crops in 
the Peace River district which are calcu- 
lated to yield 40 bushels to the acre. Last 
week a report from the south stated that 
in the extreme south-western corner of the 
province yields running up to the same 
figure were expected.
